good will among: all of the inhabitants, 
whatever may have boon their relations 
in the past. Neither revenge nor passion 
should have a place in the new govern- 
ment. Until there is complete tranquili- 
ty in the island and a stable government 
inaugurated military occupation will be 
continued.

On the 10th of September, 1S97, a con- 


fli.'t toe-it place at Lattimer. Pa., between 
a bo-ly of striking- miners and the sheriff 
of Luzerne county and. his deputies, in 
which 22 miners were killed and 44 wound- 
ed, of whom 10 of the killed and 12 of the 
wounded v/ere Austrian and Hungarian 
subjects. This deplorable event natural- 
ly aroused the solicitude of the Austro- 
Bunsarian government, which, on the as- 
sumption that the killing and wounding 
invo'ved t'ie unjustifiable misuse of au- 
thority, claimed reparation for the suf- 
ff-Vr*. 
Ap?->-t from the searching inves- 


tigation "anci peremptory action of the 
authorities of Pennsylvania, the federal 
executive took appropriate steps to learn 
the merits of the case, in order to be in a 
position to mc^t the urgent complaint of 
a friendly power. The sheriff rnd his dep- 
uties, having been indicted for murder, 
v. ere acquitted after protracted proceed- 
ings and the hearing of hundreds of wit- 
nesses on the ground that th** ki.iir.-r was 
in the line of their official duty to up'iold 
the law and preserve public ordar In the 
state. A representative of the depart- 
ment of justice attended the trial and re- 
ported its course fully. With all the facts 
in its possession this government expects 
to reach a harmonious understanding on 
the subject with that of Austro-Hungary. 


The Xlcnrascna Canal. 


The Nicaragua canal commission has 


nearly completed its labors, and the re- 
sults of its exhaustive inquiry into the 
proper routf. the feasibility, and the cost 
nf construction of an interoceanic canal 
by a Nicaraguan route will be laid be- 
fore you. 


As the scope of the recent Inquiry em- 


braced the whole subject with the aim of 
making plans and surveys for a canal hy 
the most convenient route, it necessarily 
included a review of the results of pre- 
vious surveys :;nd plans, and in partic- 
ular those adopted by the Maritime Canal 
company under its existing concessions 
fiom Xiccrac;ua and Costa Rica, so that 
to this extent those grants necessarily 
hold as essential a part in the delibera- 
tions and c-oncl'isions of the canal com- 
mission as they have held and must needs 
hold in the discussion of the matter by 
conKrc.TS. I have not hesitated to ex- 
press my cor.viction thit considerations 
of expediency and International nolicy as 
between the several srovfrnmentF Inter- 
ested in the construction and control of 
an interoceanic canal by this route re- 
quire the maintenance of the status quo 
until the canai commission shall have re- 
ported.

ous embarrassment. Further negotiations 
are now pending under section 4 of. the 
same act, with a view to the increase of 
trade between the two countries to their 
'mutual advantage. 
Negotiations with 


other governments, in part interrupted by 
the war with Spain, ai-* in-progress un- 
der both sections of the tariff act. I 
hope to be able to announce some of the 
results of these negotiations during the 
present session of congress. 


Xesotiations With Germany. 


Negotiations to the- same end with Ger- 


many have been set on foot. Meanwhile 
no effort has been relaxed to convince 
the imperial government of the thorough- 
ness of our inspection of pork products 
for exportation and it is trusted that the 
efficient administration of this measure 
by the department of agriculture will be 
recognized as a guarantee of the health- 
fulness of the food staples we send abroad 
to countries where their use is large andl 
necessary. 


Reference is then made to Germany'*? 


prohibition of the importation of fresh 
fruits from this country, the alleged rea- 
son being the fear of disseminating the 
San Jose scale insect, a prohibition that 
was subsequently extended to dried fruits. 
The president says: As was to be ex- 
pected, the alarm reached to other coun- 
tries, and Switzerland has adopted sim- 
ilar Inhibition. 
Efforts are In progress 


to induce the German and Swiss govern- 
ments to relax the prohibition in favor 
of dried fruits.shown to have been cured 
under circumstances rendering the exist- 
ence of animal life impossible. 


Our relations with Great Britain have 


continued on the most friendly footing. 
Assenting to our request, the protection 
of Americans and .their interests in Span- 
ish jurisdictionvwas assumed by the dip- 
lomatic and co»|sular representatives - of 
Great Britain, who fulfilled their delicate 
and arduous trust with tact and aeal, 
eliciting high commendation. I may .. be 
allowed to make iittinsr allusion to the 
instance of Mr. Ram«u«n, her majesty's 
consul at Santiago de Cuba, whose un- 
timely death after distinguished service 
and untiring effort during the siege of 
that city was sincerely lamented. 


The Canada Negotiations. 


It will give me especial satisfaction if 


I shall b~. authorized to communicate to 
you a favorable COTX !u.*-ion of the pending 
negotiations with Great Britain in re- 
spect to the Dominion of Canada. It is 


' the earnest wish of this government to 


re-move ail sources of discord and irri- 
tation in our relations wjih the ne:gbor- 
ing dominion. The trade between the 
two countries is constantly increasing 
ar.d !t is important to both countries that 
all reasonable faculties should be granted 
for ils developmcri.

Notw ithstanding tho added burdens ren­ 
dered necessary by the w ar our people 
rejoice in a very satisfactory and steadi­ 
ly increasing dcprreo of prosperity evi­ 
denced by the largest volume of business 
ever recorded. 


The presidont here reviews the causes 
th a t led up to the w ar with Spain and 
the prosecution of the w ar by the arm y 
And navy. The message then continues: 


I do not discuss at this time the govern­ 
m ent or the luture of the new posses­ 
sions which will come to us as the result 
Of tho w ar with Spaîn. Such discussion 
will be appropriate after the treaty of 
peace shall be ratified. 


As soon as we are in possession of Cuba 
and have paeificd the island it will he 
necessary to rive aid and direction to lt*$ 
people to form a government for thern- 
Bclvpfl. This should be undertaken at the 
earliest moment consistent with safety 
and assured succcss. It is im portant th a t 
our relations with this people shall be of 
the most friendly character and our com­ 
mercial relations close and reciprocal. It 
should be our duty to assist in every 
proper way to build up tho waste places 
of tho island, encourage tho Industry of 
the people and assist them to form a gov­ 
ernm ent which shall be free and equal. 


Spanish rule must be replaced by a just, 
benevolent and hum ane government, cre­ 
ated by tho people of Cuba, capable of 
performing all international obligations 
and which shall encourage thrift, Indus­ 
try and prosperity and promote peace and 
good will among ah of tho inhabitants, 
w hatever may have boon their relations 
in the past. Neither revenge nor passion 
should have a place In the new govern­ 
ment. Until there is complete tranquili­ 
ty in the island and a stable governm ent 
inaugurated military occupation will bo 
continued.

On the 10th of September, 1897, a con­ 
flict took place at L.attimcr, Pa., bet ween 
a body of striking miners and the sheriff 
of Luzerne county and his deputies, in 
which 22 miners were killed and 44 wound­ 
ed, of whom 10 of the killed and 12 of the 
wounded w< re A ustrian and H ungarian 
subjects. This deplorable event n atu ral­ 
ly aroused the solicitude of the Austro- 
I-Junsarian government, which, on the as­ 
sumption th a t the killing and wounding 
involved the unjustifiable misuse of a u ­ 
thority, claimed reparation for the suf- 
fe*er*. Ap^rt from the searching inves­ 
tigation ’and perem ptory action of the 
authorities of Pennsylvania, the federal 
executive took appropriate steps to learn 
the merits of the case, in order to be in a 
position to meet the urprent. complaint of 
a friendly power. The sheriff rn d his dep­ 
uties, having been indicted for murder, 
were acquitted after protracted proeeed- 
Ings and the hearing of hundreds or’ w it­ 
nesses on the ground th at the IciilJr.'• was 
In the line of their official duty to uphold 
the law and preserve public order I 
the 
state. A representative of the depart­ 
ment of justice attended the trial and re­ 
ported its course fully. W ith all the facts 
In its possession this governm ent expects 
to reach a harmonious understanding on 
the subject with th a t of A ustro-H ungary. 


T h e N ienraeru a C an al. 


Tho N icaragua canal commission has 
nearly completed Its labors, and the re­ 
sults of Its exhaustive inquiry Into tho 
proper route, the feasibility, and the cost 
; of construction of an interoceanic canal 
i by a N icaraguan route will be laid be- 
. fore you. 
| 
As the scope of tho recent Inquiry em- 
: braced the whole subject with the aim of 
1 making plans and surveys for a canal by 
, the most convenient route, It necessarily 
included a review of the results of pre- 
j vious surveys and plans, and in partic­ 
ular those adopted by the Maritime Canal 
i company under Its existing concessions 
fjom N icaragua and Costa Rica, so that 
to this extent those grants necessarily 
| hold as essential a part in the delibera­ 
tions and conclusions of the canal com­ 
mission as they have held and must needs 
hold in the discussion of the m atter by 
congress. 
1 have not hesitated to ex­ 
press my conviction that considnratlona 
of expediency and international policy as 
between the several governm ents inter­ 
ested In the construction and control of 
an interoceanic canal by this route re­ 
quire the m aintenance of the status quo 
until the canal commission shall havo re­ 
ported, 


Nevertheless, it.ap p e ars th a t the gov­ 
ernm ent of Nicaragua, as one of its last 
sovereign acts before merging its po\yers 
In those of the newly formed United 
States of Central America, has granted 
an optional concession to another asso­ 
ciation, to become effective on the expira­ 
tion of the present grant. It does not 
appear w hat surveys have been mado or 
what route Is proposed ^under this- con­ 
tingent grant, so that an examination of 
the feasibility of its pinna is necessarily 
not embraced in the report of tho canal 
commission. All these circumstances sug­ 
gest the urgency of ramu definite aetion 
by the congress a„ this-.sossion if the la­ 
bors of the past are to be utilized and the 
linking of the A tlantic aud Pacific oceans 
by a practical w aterw ay is to he realized. 
T h at the construction of such a m aritime 
highway is> now more than ever indispen«? 
sable to th a t intim ate and ready inter­ 
communication between, our eastern and 
western seaboards demanded by the an ­ 
nexation of the Hav.Mli.tn Islands and the 
prospective expansion of oyr infiuence 
and commerce in tho .Pacific, and tjiat our

Negotiations to the same end with Ger­ 
m any have been set on foot. 
Meanwhile 
no effort has been relaxed to convince 
the imperial government of the thorough­ 
ness of our inspection of pork products 
for exportation and it is trusted th a t the 
efficient adm inistration of this measure 
by the departm ent of agriculture will be 
‘recognized as a guarantee of the health­ 
fulness of the food staples we send abroad 
to countries where their use is large and 
necessary. 


Reference is then made to G erm any’»? 
prohibition of the importation of fresh 
fruits from this country, the alleged rea­ 
son being the fear of disseminating the 
San Jose scale insect, a prohibition th a t 
was subsequently extended to dried fruits. 
The president says: 
As was to be ex­ 
pected, the alarm readied to other coun­ 
tries, and Switzerland has adopted sim­ 
ilar inhibition. 
Efforts are In progress 
to Induce the German and Swiss govern­ 
m ents to relax the prohibition in favor 
of dried fruits.show n to have been cured 
under circum stances rendering the exist­ 
ence of anim al life impossible. 


Our relations with Great Britain have 
continued on the most friendly footing. 
Assenting to o u r request, the protection 
of Americans and .their interests in Span­ 
ish jurisdiction, was assumed by the dip­ 
lomatic and consular representatives of 
G reat Britain, who fulfilled their dehoate 
and arduous trust with tact and zeal, 
eliciting high commendation. I may ¿be 
allowed to m ake fitting allusion to the 
instance of Mr. Ramsuen, her m ajesty's 
consul a t Santiago de Cuba, whoso un­ 
timely death after distinguished service 
and untiring effort during the siege of 
th a t city was sincerely lamented. 


T h e Canada N egotiation s. 


It will give me especial satisfaction if 
I shall be authorized to comm unicate to 
you a favorable conclusion of the pending 
negotiations with Great Britain in re­ 
spect to tne Dominion, of Canada. 
It is 
the earnest wish of this governm ent to 
remove all sources of discord and irri?- 
tation in our relations with the neigbor- 
ing dominion. The trade 
between the 
two countries Is constantly increasing, 
and it is im portant to botlf countries th at 
all reasonable facilities should be granted 
for Its development. 


The president goes into a history of the ! 
events leading to the annexation of the • 
H aw aiian islands, calls attention to the 
fact th at our consular ofJlcus have ceased 
to exist in Hawaii, and says: 


Under the provisions of the joint reso­ 
lution, the existing customs relations of 
the H aw aiian Islands with tho United 
States and with other countries rem ain 
unchanged until legislation shall other­ 
wise provide. The consuls 
of 
Hawaii, 
here and in foreign countries, continue to 
fulfill their commercial agencies, while 
the United States consulate a t Honolulu 
is m aintained for all appropriate strviees 
pertaining to trade and revenue. It would 
be desirable th a t all foreign consuis in 
the H aw aiian islands should receh e new 
exequaturs from this government. 


A fter reference to the raising of the 
R u s s e l mission hero and our mission in 
St. Petersburg to am bassadorships the 
message has this to suy of tho ts a r’s dis­ 
arm am ent proposition:

A chapter on the extension of our postal 
system to our new possessions follows, 
and then the president takes up the report 
of the secretary of the navy, earnestly 
endorsing the secretary’s recommenda­ 
tions for tho increase of the navy and for 
the revival of the grades of adm iral and 
vice admiral. 


In the year 1900 will occur the centennial 
anniversary of the founding of the city 
of W ashington for the perm anent capital 
of the governm ent of the United State?. 


A movement lately inaugurated by the 
citizens to have the anniversary cele­ 
brated with ntting ceremonies, including 
perhaps the establishm ent of a handsome 
permanent memorial to m ark so historical 
An occasion, and to give it more than lo­ 
cal recognition, had met with general fa-^ 
vur on the part of the public. 


I recommend to the congress the g ra n t­ 
ing of an appropriation for this purpose 
and the appointment of a committee from 
ts respective bodies.

The usual Honolulu crowd was 


down at the dock when the steamship 
Australia, seven days from San Fran* 
cisco, pulled alongside the pier on a 
brilliant, balmy afternoon iu January, 
1895. American women, trim, groomed, 
wholesome to look upon, in summer 
afternoon costumes, such as happy 
feminine exiles in the subtropica con- 
trive so prettily and effectively; a few 
English and a few German women of 
Society, arrayed also for the steamer 
day (which is a Honolulu function), 
but lacking in the elusive distinction 
and that indefinable "last touch" that 
characterized the appearance of the 
American women—these leaned back 
languorously iu their carriages and 
phaetons, under the shade of parasols, 
listening to the lazy, complimentary 
talk of the duck-clad, lei-enwreathed 
young business men who combined 
duty with pleasure in thus waiting for 
the great steamer to laboriously slip 
into her measured berth beside the 
pier. The usual groups of silent, ex- 
pectant-eyed Kanaka men stood in the 
shade of the pier sheds, humble in 
attitude, chary of words, and yet not 
sulky—your ordinary Kanaka man is 
the sweetest-natured human animal in 
all this surly world. 
Some of the 


men wore shoulder leis (wreaths of 
flowers) over their labor-grimed hick- 
ory shirts. All of the Kanaka women 
(there were perhaps fifty in all»at the 
dock) also wore leis in cross-belt wise 
over their flowing white mother hub- 
bards. In truth, the flower wreaths 
were everywhere. 
Staid, middle- 


aged merchants among the whites 
wore them about their helmets and 
straw hats, and all of the white women 
in carriages had belts of Hawaiian 
exotics. 


All of the Kanaka women were in 


their bare feet. 
They stood about in 


little groups, as silent as the men of 
their race. There was no envy in the 
glances they directed 
toward the 


female occupants of the carriages, even 
if there may have been some wonder- 
ment over the lavishness of the Ameri- 
can and European women's costumes. 
A few of the Kauak i women carried 
tiny brown babies—silent also. Posi- 
tively, Kanaka babies do not cry. No 
mother of children will ever believe 
this until she has lived somewhere in 
Hawaii. 


The Kanaka women,young and old, 


wore the flowing mother hubbard. 
The young women were of varying 
degrees of prettiness, even of beauty 
—the 
countenance of no Kanaka 


young woman is actually homely. The 
figure of no Kanaka young woman is 
ever anything but genuinely excellent 
—the forms of most of them are 
simply beautiful. 


One of these Kanaka women at the 


dock on this brilliant Jauuarv after- 
noon was as beautiful in face and form 
as an enipi ess—in a way of primitive- 
ness, of course. 
She was clad like 


the ie?t of the women of her race. 
Yet she was stately, even iu her bare 
feet—v.hicii were small aud perfectly 
formed. 
.She was fully five feet ten 


inches iu height, and the white silk 
cord w ith which, unlike the other 
Kanaka women, she drew her white 
dress about her waisr, eniphnsixed the 
splendid, lieroir proportions of her 
fignie.

Kaomouna, surpassingly beautiful. 


seemed 
quite unconscious of her 


beauty on this brilliant January after- 
noon. 
The young shipping clerks, 


hurrying to and fro on ihe dock, with 
their 
pencils behind 
tbeir ear*, 


stopped suddenly when they cangbt 
sight of her, aud then stole off be 
bind bales of poods, in order that 


they might observe her carefully, un- 
observed themselves. The women iu 
the carriages who had not been long 
down from the States or from Europe, 
saw Kuomouua, and asked the women 
of longer Honolulu residence. "Who 
is that glorious creature?" Kaomouna, 
with a very sad face, spoke only an 
occasional word to one of the Kanaka 
woman. Her voice was a deep con- 
tralto, like th« harmonious monotone 
of palms and the sea, heard from a 
distance. 


The Australia was made fast to the 


pier, and the passengers began to 
troop over the gangway. There was 
one man with his pretty young wife 
and three-year-old little girl. 
The 


little girl was the flrst to catch sight 
of Kaomouna as she reached the bot- 
tom of the gangway. 
She quickly 


freed her hand from the grasp of her 
father's and ran toward Kacmouna 
with baby words. Kaomouna smiled 
at the little girl, but did not offer to 
take her up. Instead, she folded her 
arms, looking down at the little pink- 
faced child pleasantly. 
The child 


hung onto her skirts, and was thus 
found by her mother. 
When the 


mother had taken the little girl, she 
raised her eyes to look at Kaomouna. 
She gave a start—as, indeed, nil men 
and women did, who first gazed upon 
this woman, who had been King David 
Kalakaua's flower girl. 


"Did you ever in your whole life 


see such a perfectly beautiful woman?" 
asked the young wife of her husband 
in a whisper when he came up. "And 
Tita seemed to take to her immediate- 
ly. If we could only have her for a 
nurse for Tita!" 


Kaomouna heard her. 
"Kaomouna would love to be that," 


she replied in a soft Kanaka-accented 
speech, smiling. 
Then a look of pain 


darted across her face. 
4T§ut it may 


not be—it may not be—"and with her 
hands on her eyes Kaomouna turned 
suddenly and disappeared among the 
departing men and women of her 
race. 


Three months later the parents of 


the little girl —they had come from 
the States to settle in Honolulu—were 
at the dock together to witness, for 
the first time,the saddest sight in this 
world—the departure of the lepers 
from the Island of Molokai. 
The 


Kilauea Hou, the leper steamer, was 
out in the stream, and the lepers were 
being carried out to her in barges. A 
litter was borne through the roped in- 
closure for the lepers. 
On it lay a 


very old Kanaka woman, loathsome in 
the final stages of the disease. 
At 


the side of the litter walked Kao- 
mouna, still as beautiful as ever, with 
no tear in her eyes. Yet her face was 
very sad. The parents of the little girl 
wondered. They spoke to an official 
of the Hawaiian board of health, who 
was busy in the task of embarking the 
lepers. 


"Surely," they said, "she does not 


accompany the lepers?" 


"Who, 
Kaomouna?" replied the 


health official. 
"Oh, yes, she does, 


but it is her own choice. 
Kaomouna, 


yon know, has been secreting her old 
mother, who, as you perceive is a 
leper in leprosy's advanced stage for 
a number of years. We always knew 
there was something mysterious about 
Kaomouna—that is, we have known 
it for the past five years. She had 
made queer visits to a palm hut far 
over in the Nunauu valley. 
Last 


week we followed her—we felt there 
was leprosy iu it. 
We found her 


mother in the hut—Kaomouna had 
had her in hiding, trying to save her 
from Jlolokai, ever since the disease 
became evident. 
Kaomouna is not 


infected in the least—she has been 
careful. 
But she elects to follow her 


mother to Molokai, and she will be a 
leper herself after a while. Extraor- 
dinary? Why, not at all! 
You do 


not understand the filial devotion of 
Kanaka women—men, too, for that 
matter. 
Such 
cases are 
common 


enough." 


The parents of the little girl looked 


at each other. There were tears in the 
mother's eyes. 


"That is why she folded her arms 


and would not touch Tita!" she said. 
"In this world of God, civilized or 
uncivilized, could there be anything 
more noble?" 


All was ready,and the Kilauea Hon, 


with Kaomouna and her mother on 
board, slowly started dowu the har- 
bor, the Kanakas on the dock setting 
up the weird, wild chant of farewell 
which is always snug when the leper 
ship sails.

The city of Minneapolis has within 


its gates, says the Tribune of that 
city, a notable guest, no less a per- 
sonage than Mrs. Nat Collins, who is 
known throughout the Northwest as 
"the Cattle Queen of Montana." 


"Mrs. Collins presents a picturesque 


figure of the rare and perfect Western 
type which is fast giving way to an- 
other order of things. She is the 
product of the conditions which pre- 
vailed upon the Western plains many 
years ago, and a history of her event- 
ful life is about as interesting as 
could possibly be painted by the great- 
est living novelist. 


Mr.-. Collins is en route to Chicago 


and she came to Minneapolis with a 
trainload of cattle —thirty-tuo car 
loads—all her own property. She 
makes this trip each year, aud accom- 
panies the stock from the point of 
shipment in Montana to Minneapolis, 
the last feeding point before reaching 
Chicago. From there she takes a reg- 
ular passenger train aud travels as be- 
fits her condition as mistress of a 
great fortune. The cattle are directly 
in charge of six cowboys from her 
ranch, and they are with the stock 
from Montana to Chicago. 


Mrs. Collins, although a married 


woman, is master of the various 
ranches in her name in Montana. This 
property is located in the vicinity of 
Choteau, a little town north of Hele- 
na and is about sixty-five miles from 
Great Falls, which is the nearest 
large town. Choteau is about twenty- 
five miles from her ranches, and is 
also thirty-five miles from the nearest 
railroad. 
Thus it can be seen that 


the cattle queen is located remotely 
enough almost to rival Eobinson Cru- 
soe for isolation. 


Mrs. Collins has had a romantic 


career, although not devoid of what 
would be considered grievous hard- 
ships by the average American woman. 
She is now about fifty-five years of 
age and is just as lively and vigorous 
as any young woman in the twenties. 
She is an industrious worker, aud is 
of that nervous temperament which 
must find employment to keep the 
mind at rest and the heart satis- 
fied. She began her Western experi- 
ence at the age of ten years and has 
lived upon the plains ever since. 
It 


is her boast that she went through 
Denver when that great city of today 
contained .but one log cabin and a 
few tents. 
Loug before she was 


twenty years old she had made ten 
trips across the plains between Omaha 
and Denver, acting iu the capacity of 
cook in the wagon train of which her 
brother was wagonrnaster. 


Later on the spirit of adventure 


which had begun to dominate her dis- 
position impelled her to remove to 
the new miuiug fields of Montana, at 
the time of their first opening. She 
visited Eannock and 
many other 


points, aud was the first white woman 
in Virginia City. She was at Helena 
before there was such a place, and it 
was at Helena some time later that 
she wedded Nat Collins, a well known 
and respected miner. The marriage 
occurred about thirty years ago, aud 
shortly after the ceremony the young 
couple quit the mining camps and 
went into the northern part of Mon- 
tana and established themselves iu 
the stock-raising business, to which 
they have clung persistently and with 
great success ever since. They have 
but oue child, a daughter sixteen years 
old. 


They began ranchiug with about 450 


head of stock. 
The animals were 


turned loose upon the plains and al- 
lowed to increase and multiply as rap- 
idly as they would, and today Mrs. 
Collius says it would be utterly im- 
possible for her to give an estimate of 
the number of head of cattle upon her 
various ranches. No effort is made to 
count theia. Each year they round 
up as many as they care to ship and 
the others are unmolested. 


The cattle queen has well earned 


her reputation. 
Pi ob.ibiy no one iu 


Montana has larger cattle interests 
than she. 
Hef success has been due 


to her own interest and exertions, for 
her husband is one of those quiet in- 
dividuals who prefer to take life with 
as little trouble as possible. 
When 


Mrs. Collins be^au to ship her stock 
to the eastern market she found her- 
self confrontp<l by railway rules and 
reff2jla.i«»:is whi-h expressly stated 
that no woman roiils! 
a ide i1) 


b< oses attached to tiac st< ok trains. 
She imniediately put in a piotest, aud 
as tl:e agent could give her no satis- 
faction she carried the matter to the 
division superintendent. That official 
found himself powerless, and finally 
James J. Hill, president of the Great 
Northern, was appealed to. 
Mr. Hill 


reluctantly refused her the desired 
permission, and by so doing raised a 
storna of indignation about his head. 
In a few days he was fairly smothered 
with letters from prominent ranch- 
men and cattlement of Montana de- 
manding that he accord the customary 
privileges of the road to Mrs. Collins'. 
In a few days threats began coming 
in. the writers declaring that if he 


did not accede to Mrs. Collins' 
quest they, the principal cattlemen of 
the West, would refuse to ship an- 
other hoof over his road. 
Mrs. Col- 


lins got her pass and has had one each 
year since, and is today the only wom- 
an so favored. 


One would suppose that with the 


management of several ranches upon 
her shoulders Mrs. Collins would find 
plenty to keep her busy, but such is 
not the case. She declares that there 
is any quantity of time Avhich she 
finds it almost impossible to dispose 
of, and she finds vent for her surplus 
energy iu various ways. 
Kepeatedly 


she visited the new mining re°ion 
near St. Mary's Lake, Mon., and 
Avhile there invested in several fine 
copper claims and located a town site 
on the banks of the lake.

MRS. CONDON, MITTEN CAPITALIST. 


The Big IncIjjsjryaXejvv England Woman 


£tiirted on S-JO. 


At South Penobscot, Me., lives the 


mitten capitalist of the United States. 
Mrs. A.C. Condon is the name of this 
wealthy woman and she distributes 
every year from 12,000 to 15,000 dozen 
pairs of mittens. She is .1 living illus- 
tration that it pays to knit mittens, a 
mcdeju, up-to-date proof of the fact 
that our grandmothers knew what 
they were doing. Mrs. Condon's story 
shows what a brave,plucky New Eng- 
land woman can do when she sets her 
mind to it. 
Mrs. Condon has written 


this statement of her mitten industry 
from its begiuuiug up tc the present 
time. 


"I began business in 18C4 with a 


capital of $40 iu a little room about 
15 by 12 feet in size. 
I first made 


over worn-out felt hats thrown away 
by the men, cleaned, shaped aud turned 
them and then made them over into 
hats for women and girls. 
Then, as I 


lived in the country where there was 
no industry, but very many willing 
hands, I resolved to procure, if 
pos- 


sible, some work for those idle hands 
to do. 


"I went to Boston and saw some 


yarn manufacturers and from them 
got twenty-five pounds of yarn on 
credit, this yarn to be made into mit- 
tens. 
The manufacturers 
furnished 


the yarn, and I put it out at the homes 
of the people near where I lived. 
I 


had difficulty in starting the work and 
was obliged to return part of the yarn 
to the manufacturers at the end of the 
year because I found it impossible to 
have it all knit iuto mittens. 


"This was not very encouraging for 


a year's work, but I persevered and 
at the beginning of the second year 
one family insisted on having some 
yarn to knit into mittens. 
So I tried 


it over again and after it once got well 
started I could not supply the demand 
for yarn. 
Tons of yarnVere sent to 


me aud my business grew until I paid 
the steamboat company the largest 
freight bills of any oue who did busi- 
ness on the Bostou ami Baugor route. 
From 10,000 to 15,000 dozen mittens 
were manufactured yearly, and besides 
making mittens we made ladies' and 
misses' hoods and caps, toques, etc. 


"I had 1500 names on my books of 


people who were at work for me, and 
many more that were really working, 
as on my books there would be only 
oue name from each house, although 
perhaps two, three or four members 
of the household were knitting, of ten- 
times as many as there were members 
in the family. 
In the long winter 


evenings rnea and boys wound the 
yarn and iu some cases even the men 
knit.

HELPS FOR HOUSEWIVES. 


For Cleaning Carpet on Floor. 


Dissolve one pdund of best laundry 


aoap in four gallons of hot water, mid 
two ounces of sal-soda, one ouuce of 
boiux <uul ouo ounce of fuller's earth; 
mix thoroughly, then add four gallons 
of cold water and set aside. Wheu 
you are ready to use it add three or 
four ounces of ammonia. 
Put a pint 


or more on cat-pets, scrub very lightly 
with common scrub brush; scrape ou1 
the suds with a rubber window-clean- 
er, that raises the nap, wipe as dry as 
possible with dry cloths. 
Do only a 


small ylace at a time and be sure your 
cleanings meet. 


To Clean Black Silk. 


When a thrifty Frenchwoman wishes 


to cleau black silk she brushes it thor- 
oughly and wipes it with a cloth. 
Then, after it is free from dust, she 
lays it flat on a board and sponges it 
with hot 
coffee 
which 
has 
been 


strained through muslin and freed 
from sediment. 
The silk is sponged 


on the right side, allowed to become 
half dry and then ironed on the wrong 
side. 


The coffee removes every particle of 


grease and restores the brilliancy of 
the silk without giving it the shiny 
appearance or the crackly and papery 
stiffness which results from any other 
liquid except ammonia and water, 
which last does not freshen the color 
and gloss of the silk as coffee does. 
The silk is much improved by the 
process, and the good effect is perma- 
nent. 


Silk should never be ironed with a 


hot iron put directly on the silk. Al- 
ways lay thin wrapping paper, such 
as is used by our best dry goods 
stores, over it, and iron through the 
paper. 


When stitching tbin silk or, indeed, 


any goods flimsy enough to draw in 
the machine, lay paper over it also 
and stitch through. 
The papev will 


tear away easily along the line of per- 
forations made by the needle. 


The Care of Pictures. 


It is necessary to take care of pic- 


tures hung upon the Avails, as well as 
of 
everything 
else. 
Engravings, 


though carefully framed, become mil- 
dewed and rusty on the edges, though 
the house shows dampness in no other 
•way. 
The fancy that any one can 


frame a picture is a mistake. 
Do not 


trust any one to frame a valuable en- 
graving but some one who under- 
stands the 
business. 
Engravings 


should be hung in a strong light, be- 
cause they are not injured by it as 
watercolors are. 
Watercolors, "which 


are liable to fade, should be hung in 
a more darkened part of the room, 
due attention being first paid to their 
being hung where they will be seen 
to the best advantage. 
As a rule, wa- 


tercolors look better framed passe- 
partout than any other way. Such 
frames should have a rough, creams 
white mat of watercolor paper, abou* 
three or four inches wide, and shoulc 
be bound with white. 


Photographs look well framed with- 


out any mai to the edge of the picture 
and mounted in frames the color o: 
the photograph. 
Photographs ordi- 


narily fade, but the excellent English 
platinotypes aud the carbon photo- 
graphs are made so that they are 
nearly permanent, like engravings,the 
paper of which bleaches a little. 
All 


these pictures should be protected by 
glass. Oil paintings are not seen to 
advantage when they are protected in 
this way, and are only placed under 
glass under exceptional circumstances. 
Dust oil paintings with a feather dust- 
er, and about once a year, at house- 
cleaning time, wipe them off so care 
fully with a soft flannel rag wrung 
out in warm water that the varnish on 
the outside is not injured. Do not 
attempt to clean a valuable picture, 
but submit it to a person who under- 
stands the business.—Xew York Trib- 
une.

yolks through a sieve. 
Add salt, pep- 


per and cream and a little minced 
chicken. 
Heap in the white shells, 


put a bit of butter over and brown in 
hot oren. 


Slewed Celery, with Cream—Trim 


six stalks of Jinn, while celery; wash 
thoroughly aud soak for three hours 
in cold water, then IHM! for ten min- 
utes, cool off and drain. 
Place it in 


the sancopaa a^ain and cover with 
white broth, then boil for two honrs, 
dish the celery and ponr cream sauce 
over it 
Serve with meats or fish. 


Coffee Sponge—IVLike an infusion 


with one-quarter of a ponucl of ground 
coffee, strain it through a cheesecloth 
bag; then dissolve three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar in one pint of cream, 
add this to the yolks of six eggs, then 
pnt in the coff«3 and shake until of 
the consistency of lemon sponge. This 
may be piled high upon a dish, and 
makes a most attractive and delicious 
dish. 


CABERY'S WONDERFUL CLOCK. 


Ru«0 tow m V««r Without D«m»ndlof 


Any Attention. 


A Kankakee county man Is the pos- 


sessor of one of the most wonderful 
clocks In the country. 
This clock is 


as near a perpetual motion machine as 
any piece of mechanism yet designed. 
The owner Is not a perpetual motion 
crank, but Is an exceedingly ingenious 
Jeweler named Peter M. Ravensklldo 
of Cabery, a hustling town in the 
southwestern portion 
of Kankakeo 


county. 
The clock is the product ol 


many years of study and labor and 
considerable expense. It keepo accur- 
ate time and will run for a year with- 
out the least attention from its owner. 
The clock proper is run with a wheel 
sixty inches in circumference. From 
the outer surface of the circumference 
are suspended 120 cups, each one-halt 
Inch in diameter and a third of an. 
inch deep. Each of forty of these cups, 
which ore successive, contains a steel 
ball three-eighths of an inch in diam- 
eter. 
Every minute and a half, afl 


this weel turns by the weight of these 
balls, one of them falls out of its cup, 
rolls down an inclined plane twenty 
inches long, when, by its own weight, 
it reunites a broken circuit of elec- 
tricity, and is again elevated by a lit- 
tle car traveling along a steeper In- 
clined plane to the top of the wheel, 
where it falls into a cup which stands 
vertical for a short time. 
After the 


car discharges its cargo it returns to 
its 
original 
station from its own 


weight. From the tim« one of theso 
balls is dropped into a cup until it ia 
again dropped into another cup it trav- 
els thirty-six inches. Thug the work 
done by all the balls is equivalent to 
one ball traveling over one mile a day; 
400 miles in one year, and during the 
lifetime of a person living three score 
years the distance around the globe. 
The electricity used is generated in an 
ordinary storage battery, and does not 
require any attention for fully a year. 
Another clock owned by Mr. Ravens- 
kilde Is of a similar construction, but 
considerably smaller. This clock is 
used to attract attention in the store. 
A porcelain globe is placed back of tho 
clock and at night green, red and white 
electric lights reflect their rays alter- 
nately on the face of the clock, the col- 
ors being changed each time the ball ia 
discharged from one of the cups on the 
timepiece. Mr. Ravenskilde has had 
many offers to exhibit his clocks, but 
refuses t<5 do so, and so far he has not 
had the mechanism patented.

Gettysburg Battlefield Damage Case. 


Tli<- Gettysburg battlefield laad own- 


ers appeal from the award of a jury of 
viewers appointed to appraise tho laud 
condemned by the government for the 
opening of avenues through the line of 
battle occupied by the Confederate forces 
which had been on trial nearly all week 
before Judge Dallas in the Unite-3 States 
Circuit Court, Philadelphia, ended Sat- 
urday with a verdict which adds $1,633 
to the amount awarded by the jury of 
view. There were five different tracts 
of laud consisting of about 106 acres in- 
volved in the suit. 
The jury of view 


had awarded $9,269 50 to the owners and 
the court jury increased the award to 
$10,922.50 
This latter amount is also 


apparently unsatisfactory to the laud 
owners as their counsel filed a motion 
for a new trial 
The reason for the mo- 


tion, have not yet been presented to 
court.

DEVIL DANCE FOR THE EXORCISM OF 


EVIL SPIRITS. 


German shipbuilders are doing fair- 


ly well outside of mercantile orders. 
Within three years they have deliv- 
ered twenty-four war vessels for other 
fuaritime powers, including China, 
Brazil, Turkey, Austria, Norway and 
Pweden. It is true that among these 
two dozen vessels there is not a sin- 
gle battleship, and but three armored 
Bruisers—for China—the balance be- 
ing torpedo boats and destroyers. 
However there are now on file orders 
for twenty-two -warships, including 
ene armored cruiser for Japan and 
three large cruisers for Bussia. 
So 


Germany is doing quite well in this 
line—although it is not unlikely that 
our recent naval record will interfere 
•omewhat with future foreign orders 
to shipyards in the Kaiser's realm. 


The lack of education which pre- 


Tails in Spain is something astonish- 
ing. 
Any knowledge of modern lan- 


guages and of contemporary history is 
extremely rare among even statesmen, 
courtiers, politicians and journalists. 
When the government of Sagasta in- 
troduced the censorship of foreign 
telegrams, it could find no censor who 
understood German, and hence it de- 
cided to transmit German messages 
without examination, while identical 
messages written in French were often 
suppressed. This lack of education, 
particularly in the men who hold the 
destinies of the nation, could not fail 
to have its ill effect, and it is to this 
•ource that those terrible calamities 
may be traced which have reduced 
the Spanish people from being the 
greatest empire of Europe to their 
•ad condition of today. 


A fire, -with its consequences, in the 


courthouse at Easton, Md., recently, 
furnishes a hint'for the novelist or the 
dramatist. To counteract the damp- 
ness in the vault of the probate court 
an oil stove -was lighted. It was neg- 
lected, with the result that fire was 
communicated to some uufiled and un- 
recorded papers, which were charred 
beyond recognition. 
One of these 


papers was the will of a late resident 
of St Michael's, who, for reasons not 
disclosed, had "cut off" his only child, 
• daughter, with §10, bequeathing 
the bulk of his small estate to the 
Methodist Episcopal church in hie 
Tillage. 
By this accident of fire 


the condition, according to the law, 
was the same as if tl>e St. Michael's 
citizen had neglected to make a will, 
and all of his property will revert to 
his next of kin, the daughter, who is 
traveling in the far West, as the r*p- 
resentaiive of a commercial firm iu 
Baltimoie. There is an uncle in the 
case, who deposited the wiH in the 
court, and who was by the will, made 
heir to the favorite h rse of the de- 
ceased. This node can cas ly be con- 
verted by the novelist into a wicked 
sod scheming relative, the modest es- 
tate < an be multiplied many fold, tbe 
quality of attractiveness can be given 
to the daughter, the once necessary 
honest wooing can be added, and the 
book is ready for the publisher.

An English physician now living in 


London, who has spent many years 
on the island of Luzon in the Philip- 
pines, relates these superstitious and 
iiistoms which prevail among the less 
inlighteued Filipinos. 


"Maiiy of those who conform out- 


wardly to the rights of the church," 
.16 said, "still cherish u belief in 
witches and demons. They believe 
.hat witches congregate at the birth 
of children and watch an opportunity 
.o snatch the soul of the new-born iu- 
ant. 
When n birth takes place the 


oom is hermetically sealed'not so 
much as a crack of the door or win- 
low being left open, because to do 
hat would be to allow the entrance 
'f the patianac, or witch, who is sup- 
posed to be able to get through the 
smallest hole. If the attending mid- 
wife has occasion to believe that the 
witches are actually at work a charge 
of gunpowder is blown off in the room 
to frightem them away. 


"When the child thus bewitched is 


born it is placed in a diaught of air in 
an open door or window so that the 
witches may have a chance to escape 
and the exorcism begins. Three witch 
caudles are placed upon the little face 


one on each cheek and another on 


the chin. These are lighted and al- 
lowed to burn until they are almost 
consumed. Though the child some- 
times gets badly burned in the pro- 
cess, such an accident is considered 
of small account so long as the witch 
is expelled. 


"The Filipinos have some curious 


customs in regard to courtship and 
marriage. They believe that the odor 
mparted to the' clothing by the body 
las power to excite love. 
Those who 


wish to attract some one of the op- 
posite sex will scheme to bring that 
lerson in contact with some article 
if clothing which has been worn by 
hemselves. 
When plighted lovers 


re obliged to separate for a time they 
xchange garments with each other. 
?he believe that by this means faith- 
fulness is assured. 
So 
keen 
is 


the 
sense of 
smell among 
the 


Filipinos 
that they 
can tell to 


whom 
any 
article 
belongs 
by 


merely smelling 
of it. 
There 
is 


a peculiar manner of kissing iu vogue 
among many of these tribes. 
Instead 


of touching lips they press the nose 
against the cheek of the person they 
wish to caress and draw a long, deep 
I 
j_i 
breath. 


"There are many modern Jacobs 


and Kachels among the Filipinos, for 
it is a custom for the prospective 
bridegroom to serve for a time in the 
household of the bride's father, if he 
has not money enough to make a cash 
payment for the bride. 


"One of their most interesting su- 


perstitions is the belief that the soul 
of a man leaves his body during sleep 
and goes forth on some mysterious 
errand of its own. This belief was 
doubtless borrowed from the Bud- 
dhists, and one can offer no greater in- 
sult to a Filipino than to step over 
him when he lies asleep, which, ac- 
cording to his idea, is getting between 
his body and his absent soul. 


"The islanders have many super- 


stitions in regard to bats, animals and 
reptiles. The huge caymans, which 
abound in the Philippine rivers, fill 
them with a peculiar horror. 
They 


believe that the caymans are alwavs 
on the lookout for those who have 
sworn falsely or broken their prom- 
ises, and almost any native can tell 
wonderful stories about the terrible 
fate which has overtaken liars who 
have fallen into the jaws of the cay- 
man. 


"The old belief, so common in Asia 


and elsewhere, that certain sounds 
have power over non-human pres- 
ences is cherished by the natives of 
the Philippines, and several of their 
most powerful incantations are said 
to be preserved in secret manuscripts, 
but though the Spanish clergy have 
tried every means to procure " these 
books of the deiil, as they call them, 
their efforts have been unrewarded, 
and the dreade i formulae* still remain 
the secrets of the native priests. 


"One of their customs is the devil 


dance for the exorcism of evil spirits. 
If an epidemic of smallpox, cholera 
or other disease occurs in a village 
the mischief is at once attributed to 
some evil spirit which has taken up 
its abode in n neighboring ba:ivan 
tree. Tbe particui-ir tree inhabited 
by the devil 
i<* duicrmiiied ii]-on bv 


the uathe priori, and on the uight 
appointed for the exorcism the entire 
population of the village marches to 
the spot, bearing sacrificial in eats and 
spices. They form a circle round Hie 


1 banyan tree and await tbe coming of 
the priest. 
Presently a strange-look- 


ing lignio appear^, da<? in a long, 
flowing gown, and with n hijjl^peaJ.ed 
red hat upon bis h*ad. 
Then a din 


begins, and the tomtoms and other 
bai baric in-stnfmcnts make niglit bid- 
cons. The priest takes his place in 
the centre of the circle, occasionally 
brandishing his great, curved sacri- 
ficial 
knife, 
and 
now * and 
then 


striking the strings of his bow, 
which 
adds 
its 
deep, 
booming 


Bound to the noise of the tomtoms 
and drums. Swaying slowly to and 
fro. he gradually works himself up in- 
to a state of frenzy, all the time croon- 
ing to himself strange melodies. As 
his movements become" faster and 
more frenzied the noise of the tom- 
toms increases. 
Suddenly the priest 


leaps into the air and proclaims him- 
self to be a god, and the wild devil 
dance begins. The assembled na- 
tives offer 'their sacrifices and pray 
aloud to be delivered from the evil 
spirit. 
The dancing priest becomes 


more aud more excited and slashes 
his body with the sacrificial knife. 
The sight of his own blood seems to 
madden him still further, and he 
shrieks aud dances on till nature calls 
a halt and he sinks to the grouud in 
a swoon. 
After a few moments of ut- 


ter prostration he rises from tbe 
ground, washes away the blood from 
his body and goes quietly on his way. 
The evil spirit has been driven out of 
the banyan tree and the dance ends." 


CastiJian Cuisine. 


The commercial exodun to Cuba is 


apt to result in familiarizing Ameri- 
cans with bona fide Spanish cooking, 
something seldom seen in this coun- 
try. 
Oil and pepper are the two 


things that especially characterize the 
Castilian cuisine. One of the favorite 
dishes in Cuba is "tasajo," which is 
simply dried meat, cooked with to- 
matoes, red peppers and 
onions. 


"Tripa a la Andaluza" is another 
preparation frequently seen. As the 
name indicates, the basis is boiled 
tripe, which is cooked with beans and 
potatoes, and always served with the 
small, red Spanish sausage known as 
"btrtafarra Cataliua." A similar sau- 
sage, only black, is known as "butaf- 
arra Astoriana." "Chile con came," 
•which everybody eats, is nothing 
more than a thick stew of beef (carne) 
and beans seasoned 
with 
chiles. 


Spanish "tortillas" are corn cakea 
flavored with red peppers, aud differ 
from the Mexican tortilla in that the 
latter, when properly made, are rolled 
in chopped vegetables. A salad, a la 
Espanola, is prepared of lettuce and 
celery, with a few sliced tomatoes and 
peppers. Served with French dress- 
ing it is very good. 
The Spanish 


soups are, as a rule, a little too heavy 
for the American taste, which runs 
more toward the consomme. 
They 


are thick decoctions,full of vegetables 
and look frightfully greasy. 
Soup, 


however, does not have the important 
role among the Spaniards that it plays 
in French domestic economy, and ig 
an article of secondary importance. 
The dishes named are pretty apt to 
appear ere long on home menus, and 
it is interesting to know in advance 
what they are composed of.—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

The Tomb of the Mahcli. 


The tomb of the Mahdi, -which was 


partly destroyed by the Sirdar's artil- 
lery for.the purpose of impressing the 
Dervishes with the fact that it was 
vulnerable, is a stupendous building. 
It is treated as a sacred place, as honor 
of the Mahdi is made a part of the 
religion of the Khalifa and his fol- 
lowers. It is situated in Omdurman, 
near the river bauk, and the Khalifa 
had the foundation laid with great 
ceremony, he turning the first sod. 
The building is thirty feet high, and 
square, thirty feet each way. The 
stone for its construction was brought 
from Khartoum. 
Above the square 


building rises a hexagonal wall fifteen 
feet high, aud from this a dome rises 
forty feet, while there are four smaller 
domes on the corners of the main 
building. It is furnished with ten 
large, arched windows and two doors. 
In the hexagonal part are six skylight 
windows. The whole is whitewashed 
and surrounded by a fence of trellis 
work. 
Directly beneath the dome, 


and over the Mahdi's grave, a wooden 
sarcophagus is erected, covered with 
black cloth. 
On the sides of the wall 


candelabra are hung, and at the end 
of a bug cha:n from the centre of the 
dome is pendant an immense chande- 
lier taken from the government palace 
iu Khartoum. A few yards from the 
building is a small cistern used for 
ablutions of visitars. It is called al- 
together 
Kubbet 
el Mahdi—"the 


Mahdi's tomb."

A few days ago District Attorney 


Gardner, of New York, handed a pardon 
to an innocent man unjustly convicted 
of crime, and yesterday he wrote to Gov.

At that 
time, however, Michael refused to avail 
himself of the confession, preferring that 
his brother who was sick with consump- 
tion, should die out of prisor. The death 
of James O'Donnell at last promises to 
open the. prison for the innocent man.

The Indian has adopted 
many innovations taught him by the 
Avhite man. 
He usually Avears "store 


clothes" in these days aud lives in a 
house, even if it is only a log hut. 
But he fights as his forefathers did, 
seeking to gain an advantage over his 
foe by ambush or some other form of 
strategy. 
The Indian Avho can hide 


behind a rock or tree and shoot down 
an unsuspecting foe Avho is passing is 
considered much more of a hero than 
one Avho will fight in the open and die 
bravely facing the enemy. 


Indians on the Avarpath are com- 


manded by chiefs, Avho are generally 
elected at a council fire. These chiefs 
are usually the heads of large families 
and command squads of from 20 to 
100 men, composed of their brothers, 
sons, cousins and other relatives. One 
of the chiefs is known as the "great 
chief," and is usually giA-en this rank 
for prowess in Avar or hunting. 
He 


occupies something like tho same re- 
lation to the forces under him that a 
general or colonel has in the United 
States army, but his authority is much 
more restricted and is exercised only 
in rare cases. 


The usual method in a fight such as 


that at Leech Lake is for the chief to 
advance and his men to follow him, 
keeping near enough to see his move- 
ments and acting in conformity Avith 
them. 
When the foe approaches with- 


in range general firing begins, one 
of the chiefs usually setting the ex- 
ample. 
When his men see him fire 


they fire too, and so the rattle of the 
guns becomes general. 


It is seldom that an order is given 


i to an Indian in battle. 
He follows his 


chief, picking out individual foes and 
fighting individually. 
His commis- 


sary and quartermaster's arrangements 
are attended to by squaws. 


The United States regular when 


fighting Indians adopts their tacitcs 
only Avhen the Indians are near. The 
skirmish formation is then used and 
the men dodge behind trees or rocks, 
but they listen for and quickly obey 
the orders of their officers. 
If hard 


pressed they usually assemble and 
'throw up hasty intrenchments, where 
they can pour a collective fire into any 
foe that may attack them. 


SCIENTJ-IC SCRAPS.

The Filipinos' Food. 


The food of the Philippines is chief- 


ly rice and fish, eaten without knives 
and forks or chopsticks—Avith the 
fingers. The national dish is tuba, 
palm beer, made by cutting off the 
points of the great flower stems of the 
cocoauut palms, and collecting the 
SAveet juice which flows from 
the 


wounds. 
Bamboo cups are hung in 


the trees to collect the juice, aiul long 
bamboo poles are laid from the croAvu 
of one palm to anothe'-, so that the 
tuba gathered may pass from one tree 
to another without descending to the 
ground. The^e roadways, frequently 
sixty or seventy feet above ground, 
look like groat spiders' webs and need 
the skill of a rouen-alker to use them. 
The juice rapidly fermcnls and is col- 
ored aud made bitter with Ihe bark of 
the mangrove root—Scientific Ameri- 
can.

On the lOih of September, 1897, a eon- 
ni'»t took place at Ijaitimcr, Pa., betv/een 
a body of striking miners and the sheriff 
of Luzerne county and his deputies, in 
which 22 miners were killed and 44 wound- 
ed, of whom 10 of the killed and 12 of the 
wounded w* re Austrian and 
Hungarian 
subjects. This deplorable event natural- 
ly aroused the solicitude of the Austro- 
I-Junsarian government, which, on the as- 
sumption that the killlni^ and wounding 
involved tlie unjustifiable misuse of au- 
thority. claimed reparation for the suf- 
ff^'erit, Ap>'rt from the searching inves- 
tigation 'and poreniptory action of 
the 
authorities of Pennsylvania, the federal 
e:c^cutive took appropriate stops to learn 
the merits of the case, in order to be in a 
position to meet the urgent complaint of 
a friendly power. The sheriff rnd his dep- 
uties, having been indicted for murder, 
^^ore acquitted after protracted 
proceed- 
ings and the hearing of hundreds of wit- 
nesses on the ground that the killir - was 
in the line of their official duty to uphold 
the law and preserve public order 1 
tho 
state. A representative 
of 
the 
depart- 
ment of justice attended the trial and re- 
ported Its course fully. With all the facts 
In its possession this government expects 
to reach a harmonious understanding on 
the subject with that of Austro-Hungary. 


T h e N l c n r a i ï u a Canal. 


Tho Nicaragua 
canal commission 
has 
nearly completed Its labors, and the re- 
sults of its exhaustive Inquiry Into tho 
proper roufo, the feasibility, and the cost 
of construction of an interoceanic canal 
by a NIcaraguan route will be laid be- 
fore you. 


As the scope of tho recent Inquiry em- 
braced the whole subject with the aim of 
making plans and surveys for a canal by 
tiie most convenient route, it necessarily 
included a review of the results of pre- 
vious surveys and plars. and In partic- 
ular those adopted by the Mai'itime Canal 
compnny under Its existing concessions 
fiom Nicaragua and (^osta Rica, so that 
to this extent those grants 
necessarily 
hold as essential a part In the delibera- 
tions and foncluslona of the canal com- 
mi.sslon as tliey have held and must needs 
hold in the discussion of the matter by 
congress. 1 have not hesitated 
to 
ex- 
press my conviction that 
considerations 
of expediency and international policy as 
between tho several govtunments 
inter- 
ested in the construction and contj-ol of 
an interoceanic canal by this route re- 
quire tho maintenance of the status quo 
until the canal commission shall havo re- 
ported. 


Nevertheless, it.appears that tho gov- 
erïiment of Nicaragua, as one of Us last 
sovereign arts before merging Its j)o\yera 
In tho.-^e of 
the 
ni-'wiy formed 
United 
States of Central America, has granted 
an optional concession to another asso- 
ciation, to become effective on the expira- 
tion of the present grant. 
It does not 
appear what .'iurvv'vs have been mado or 
what route is propoîJed ^undwr this- con- 
tingent grant, so Diat an examination of 
tho foar^iblllty of its pluns is nncytifjarily 
not embraced In tlio rei.iort of tho ranal 
commi&sloii. Ail these cireumstanco^ sug- 
gest the urgency of roino definite action 
by the congr^-ss a,, tbis-.soswlon if the la- 
bors of the pHbt are to he utilized and th« 
linking of tiJe Atiantio and Pacific oceans 
by a practical waterway Js to be realized.

A CATTLE QUEEN. 


ROMANTIC 
CAREER 
OF 
MRS. 
NAT 
COLLINS ON WESTERN PLAINS. 


Tho usual Honolulu 
crowd 
was 
down at the dock whan tho steamship 
Australia, seven day« from San Fran- 
cisco, pulled alongside the pier ou a 
brilliant, balmy afternoon iu January, 
1895. American woaien, trim, groomed, 
wholesome to look upon, in 
summer 
afternoon costumes, such as happy 
ieminine exiles in the subtropics con- 
trive so prettily and effectively; a few 
English and a few German women of 
society, arrayed ajso for the steamer 
day (which is a Honolulu function), 
but lacking in the elusive distinction 
and that iudeiinablo ''last touch" that 
characterized tho aiipearauce of the 
American women—these leaned back 
languorously in their carriages and 
phaetons, under the shadoof parasols, 
listening to the 
l a z y , complimentary 
talk of the duck-clad, 
lei-enwreathed 
young business men who combined 
duty with pleasure iu thus waiting for 
the great steamer to laboriously slip 
into her measured berth 
beside the 
pier. 
The usual groups of sileut, ex- 
pectant-eyed Kanaka men stood in the 
shade of the pier sheds, humble iu 
attitude, chary of words, and yet not 
sulky—your ordinary Kanaka man is 
the sweetest-natured human animal iu 
all this surly Avorld. 
Some of 
the 
men wore shoulder leis 
(wreaths of 
flowers) over their labor-grimed hick- 
ory shirts. 
All of the Kanaka women 
(there were perhaps fifty in all»at the 
dock) also wore leis in cross-bolt wise 
over their flowing white mother hub- 
bards. 
In truth, the flower wreaths 
were everywhere. 
Staid, 
middle- 
aged merchants 
among the whites 
wore them about their helmets and 
straw hats, and all of the white women 
In carriages had bolts of 
Hawaiian 
exotics. 


All of the Kanaka women were in 
their bare feet. 
They stood about in 
little groups, as silent as the 
men of 
their race. There was no envy in the 
glances they directed 
toward 
the 
female occui^ants of the carriages, even 
if there may have been some wonder- 
ment over thelavishness of the Ameri- 
can and Euroi^ean women's costumes. 
A few of tho Kanak i women carried 
tiny brown babies—sileut also. 
Posi- 
tively, Kanaka babies do not cry. 
No 
mother of children will ever believe 
this until she has lived somewhere in 
Hawaii. 


The Kanaka womeu,young and old, 
wore the 
flowing 
mother 
hubbard. 
The young -Nvomon were of varying 
degrees of jirettiness, oven of beauty 
—the 
countenance 
of 
no 
Kanaka 
young woman is actually homely. The 
figure of no Kanaka young woman is 
ever nnything but genuinely excellent 
—the forma of 
most of 
them are 


simply beautiful. 


One of those Kanaka women at tho 
dock on this brilliant January after- 
noon was as beautiful in face and form 
as an empjesb—in a way of primitive- 
ness, of course. 
She was clad like 
the lest of the women 
of her 
race. 
Yet she was statelj', even in her bare 
feet—which were small aud perfectly 
formed. 
She was fully live feet ten 
inches in height, and the white silk, 
cord with 
which, 
unlike tlio 
other 
Kunakii women, she drew her white 
dress about her waist, cmphasi'/.ed tlie 
splendili, heroio proportions 
of her 
ligure. 
Her gljstening, raveu-b!ack 
hail' hung ttt.ai^^ht do^vn below 
hci 
waist. 
Hor feutures weie of tho 
aquUine, classic mold, hor skin a dui K 
olive, M'ith a iilm of rose under

great black eyes. 
Kaomouna, 
who 
had been one of King 
IJavid 
Kala- 
kuua's flower girls, was a woman such 
as many a young student, day-dream- 
iug in the quartier Latin, would have 
given woilds to see—famous painter.s 
did see her, and portray her. 


Kaomouna, surpassingly beautiful, 
seemed 
quite unconscious 
of 
her 
beauty on this brilliant January after- 
noon, 
The young shipping clerks, 
hurrying to and iro on the dock, with 
their 
jjoncils behind 
their 
ear«, 
stopped suddenly when they caught 
eiglxt of her, and 
then 
stole off be- 
liind bales of 
^ood.s in ord«r that 


and women did, who first gazed upon 
this woman, who had been King David 
Kalnkaua's flower girl. 


"J3id you over in your whole life 
see such a perfectly beautiful woman?" 
asked the young wife of her husband 
in a whisper when he came up. '*And 
Tita seemed to take to her immediate- 
ly. 
If we could only have hor for a 
nurse for TitaT' 


Kaomouna heard her, 
"Kaomouna would love to be that," 
she replied in a soft Kanaka-accented 
speech, smiling. 
Then a ^ o k of pain 
darted across her face. 
•'^But it may 
not be—it may not be—"and with her 
hands on her eyes Kaomouna turned 
suddenly and disappeared among the 
departing men and women of her 
race. 


Three months later the parents of 
the little girl —they had come from 
the States to settle in Honolulu—were 
at the dock together to witness, for 
the first time,the saddest sight in this 
world—the departure of 
the 
lepers 
from the Island of 
Molokai, 
The 
Kilauea Hou, the leper 
steamer, was 
out in the stream, and the lepers were 
being carried out to her in barges. 
A 
litter was borne through the roped in- 
closure for the lejDers. 
On it lay a 
very old Kanaka woman, loathsome in 
the final stages of the disease. 
At 
the side of 
the litter walked 
Kao- 
mouna, still as beautiful as ever, with 
no tear in her eyes. 
Yet her face was 
very sad. The parents of the little girl 
wondered. 
They spoke to an oflicial 
of the Hawaiian board of health, who 
was busy in the task of embarking the 
lepers. 


'*Surely," they said, ''she does not 
accompany the lepers?" 


"Who, 
Kaomouna?" 
replied 
the 
health official, 
"Oh, yes, she 
does, 
but it is her own choice. 
Kaomouna, 
you know, has been secreting her old 
mother, who, as you perceive is a 
leper in leprosy's advanced stage for 
a number of years. 
We always knew 
there was something mysterious about 
Kaomouna—that is, we hav« known 
it for the past five years. 
She had 
made queer visits to a i^alm hut 
far 
over in the Nuuanu 
valley. 
Last 
week Ave followed her—we felt there 
was leprosy in it. 
We found her 
mother in the hut—Kaomouna had 
had her in hiding, trying to save hor 
from Molokai, ever since the disease 
became 
evident. 
Kaomouna is not 
infected in the least—she 
has been 
careful. 
Bnt she olects to follow her 
mother to Molokai, and she will be a 
leper herself after a M'hile. 
Extraor- 
dinary? 
^yhy, not at all! 
You do 
not understand the filial devotion of 
Kanaka women—men, too, for that 


cases are 
common 
matter. 
»Such 
enough." 


The parents of the little girl looked 
at each other. There were tears in the 
mother's eyes. 


'*Thut is why sho folded her arms 
and would not touch Tita!" phe said, 
"In this world of Goil, civilized 
or 
uncivilizeJ, could there be anything 
more noble?" 


All was ready, and the Kilauea Hou, 
with Kaomouna and her 
mother on 
board, slowly started down the har- 
bor, the Kanakas on the dock getting 
up the weird, wild chant of farewell 
which is always sung when the leper 
ship sails.

The city of Minneapolis has within 
its gates,

sonage than Mrs. Nat Collins, -who is 
known throughout the Northwest as 
*'the Cattle Queen of Montana/* 


"Mrs, Collins presents a picturesque 
figure of the rare and perfect Western 
type which is fast giving way to an- 
other order of things. 
She is the 
product of tho conditions which pre- 
vailed upon the Westeru plains many 
years ago, and a history of her event- 
ful life is about as interesting as 
could 230ssibly be painted by the great- 
est living novelist, 


Mr?.. Collins is en route to Chicago 
aud she came to Minneai-)oli3 with a 
trainload of cattle — thirty-tuo 
car 
loails—all her own properly. 
Sho 
makes this trip each year, and accom- 
panies the stock from the point of 
shi2)ment in Montana to Minneapolis, 
the last feeding point before reaching 
Chicago. 
From there she takes a reg- 
ular passenger train and travels as be- 
fits 
her 
condition as mistress of a 
great fortune. The cattle are directly 
in charge of six coAvboys from her 
rauch, and they are with the stock 
from Montana to Chicago. 


Mrs. Collins, although a married 
woman, 
is master 
of 
the 
various 
ranches in her name in Montana. This 
property is located in tho vicinity of 
Choteau, a little town north of Hele- 
na and is about sixty-five miles from 
Great Falls, 
which is the nearest 
large town. Choteau is about twenty- 
five miles from her ranches, and is 
also thirty-five miles from the nearest 
railroad. 
Thus it can be seen that 
the cattle queen is located remotely 
enough almost to rival Robinson Cru- 
soe for isolation, 


Mrs. Collins has had a romantic 
career, although not devoid of what 
would bo considered grievous hard- 
ships by the average American woman. 
She is now about fifty-five years of 
age and is just as lively and vigorous 
as any young woman in the twenties. 
She is an industrious worker, and is 
of that nervous temperament 
which 
must find employment to keep the 
mind 
at rest 
and the heart satis- 
fied. 
She began her Westeru experi- 
ence at the age of ten years and has 
lived upon the 2ilains ever since. 
It 
is her boast that she Avent through 
Denver when that great city of today 
contained Jjut one log cabin and a 
few tents. 
Long 
before she 
was 
twenty years old she had made ten 
trijis across the i^lains between Omaha 
and Denver, acting in the capacity of 
cook in the wagon train of which her 
brother Avas Avagonmaster, 


Later 
on the spirit of adventure 
which had begun to dominate her dis- 
position impelled her 
to remove to 
the ncAv mining fields of Montana, at 
the time of their first 02:>ening. 
She 
visited 
Bannock 
and 
many 
othel' 
2)oints, and Avas the first AvhiteAvoman 
in Virginia City. 
She Avas at Helena 
before there Avas such a j^lace, and it 
was at 
Helena some time later that 
she Avedded Nat Collins, a Avell knoAvn 
and res2)ected miner. 
The marriage 
occurred about thirty years ago, aud 
shortly after the ceremony the young 
couple quit 
the mining camps and 
Avent into the northern part of Mon- 
tana and established themselves in 
the stock-raising business, to Avhich 


they 
have clung persistently and Avith 
great success ever since. 
They liaA'e 
but one child, a daughter sixteen years 
old. 


They beganranchingAvith about 450 
head of stock. 
The animals Avero 
turned loose ui^on the 2ilains and al- 
loAved to increase and multiply as ra23- 
idly as they Avould, and 
today 
Mrs. 
Collins says it Avould be utterly im- 
l^ossible for her to give aji estimate of 
the number of head of cattle ii2Jon her 
various ranches. 
No eilurt is made to 
count them. 
Each year they round 
U2> as many as they caro to shi2) and 
the others are unmolested, 


The cattle queen has Avell earned 
her reputation. 
Pi obably no one in 
Montana has larger cattle interests 
than she. 
Her success has been due 
to her own interest aud exertions, for 
hor husband is one of those quiet in- 
dividuals Avho prefer to take life Avith 
as little trouble as 2iussible, 
When 
Mrs. Collins began to shi2J her stock 
to tho eastern market she found her- 
self confronted b}' raihvay rules and 
reernla.ions Avhich ex2n'essly 
stated 
that no woman could ride iu the ca- 
bi oses attached to tho stock trains. 
She immeiliately 2>ut in a ]n'otest, and 
as the agent could give her no satis- 
faction sho carried the matter to the 
division superintendent. That ollicial 
found himself j^owerless, and finally 
James J, Hill, Tjresident of the Great 
Northern, Avas ajjpealed to, 
Mr. Hill 
reluctantly refused hor tho 
desired 
permission, and by so doing raised a 
storm of indignation about his head. 
In a few days he Avas fairly smothered 
with letters from prominent ranch- 
men and cattlement of Montana de- 
manding that he accord the oust jmary 
privileges of tho road to Mrs, Collins.

lived in the country Avhere there Avas 
no industry, but very many

sible, some Avork for those idle handa 
to do. 


Avent to Boston and 
saAV some 
yarn manufacturers aud 
from them 
got tAventy-live pounds of 
yarn 
on 
credit, this yarn to be made into mit- 
tens, 
The manufacturers 
furnished 
the yarn, and I put it out at the homes 
of the people near Avhere I lived. 
I 
had difficulty in starting the Avork aud 
Avas obliged to return part of the yarn 
to the manufacturers at the end of the 
year becanse I found it impossible to 
have it all knit into mittens. 


*'This Avns not very encouraging for 
a year's Avork, bnt I persevered and 
at the beginning of the second year 
one family insisted on having 
some 
yarn to knit into mittens, tío I tried 
it over again and alter it once got Avell 
started I could not supply the demand 
for yarn. 
Tons of yarn Avere sent to 
me and my business g r c A V until I paid 
the steamboat 
company the 
largest 
freight bills of any one Avho did busi- 
ness on the Boston and Bangor route. 
Prom 10,000 to 15,000 dozen mittens 
Avere manufactured yearly, and besides 
making mittens Ave made ladies' and 
misses' hoods and caps, toques, etc. 


''J had 15U0 names on my books of 
people Avho Avere at work for me, and 
many more that Avero really Avorking, 
as on my books there Avould bo 
only 
one name from each house, 
although 
perhaps tAvo, three or four members 
of the household Avere knitting,often- 
times as many as there Avere members 
in the family. 
In 
the 
long 
Avinter 
evenings men and boys Avound 
the 
yarn and in some cases even tho men 
knit, 


''After 1873 tho knitting of mittens 
by hand gratlually decreased and ma- 
chines cajue in to take the place of tho 
knitting. 
In 1882 Ibegai/to buy ma- 
chines aud kopt adding to my stock, 
until noAv I liaveeighty-tAvo machines. 
We make from 12,000 to 15,000 dozens 
in one year on the machines. 
One of 
my girls has made 104= pairs of 
mit- 
tens in one day, small single mittens, 
and eighty-live pairs of boys' double- 
lined mittens. Nearly all the machines 
are run at the homes of the knitters, 
for in that A^'ay they make more 
money, 


''Girls on an average make about 
four dozen of cheap mittens or 
tAvo 
dozen of lined mittens in a day. 
Wo 
make a great many line fancy-backed 
mittens of all sizes and of these the 
girls make from one to tAvo dozen a 
day. 
The piice of knitting used to 
bo 25 cents a paii*. 
Then it dropped 
to six and it in about that noAV,"

Dissolve one pdiincl of best laundry 
ioap in four gallous of hot Avnter, ndcl 
two ounces of sal-soda, one ounce of 
borax and one ounce of fuller's earth; 
mix thoroughly, then add four gallons 
of cold water and sot aside. 
When 
you are ready to use it add three or 
four ounces of "ammonia. 
P u t a pint 
or more on carpets, scrub very lightW 
with common scrub brush; 
scrape off 
the suds with a rubber window-clcan- 
er, that raises the nap, wipe as dry as 
possible with dry cloths. 
Do only a 
small place at a time and be sure your 
cleanings meet. 


To Cloiui Black Silk. 


When a thrifty Frenchwoman wishes 
to clean black ailk she brushes it thor- 
oughly and wipes 
it 
with a 
cloth. 
Then, after it is free from dust, she 
lays it flat on a board and sponges it 
with 
hot 
cofTee 
which 
has 
been 
strained 
through 
muslin 
and freed 
from sediment. 
The silk is sponged 
on the right side, allowed to 
become 
half dry and then ironed on the wrong 
side. 


The coffee removes every particle of 
grease and restores the brilliancy of 
the silk without giving it the shiny 
appearance or the crackly and papery 
stiffness which results from any other 
liquid 
except 
ammonia 
and 
water, 
which last does not freshen the color 
and gloss of the silk as coffee does. 
The silk is much improved by tiie 
process, and the good effect is perma- 
nent. 


Silk should never be ironed with a 
hot iron put directly on the silk. 
Al- 
ways lay thin Avrapping paper, 
such 
as is used 
by 
our 
best dry 
goods 
stores, over it, and iron through the 
paper. 


When stitching tijin ailk or, indeed, 
any goods flimsy enough to draw in 
the machine, lay paper over it also 
and stitch through. 
The paper will 
tear away easily along the line of per- 
forations made by the needle. 


The Cure of ricturos. 


It is necessary to take care of pic- 
tures hung upon the walls, as well as 
of 
everything 
else. 
Engravings, 
though carefully framed, become mil- 
dewed and rusty on the edges, though 
the house shows dampness in no other 
way. 
The 
fancy that any one can 
frame a picture is a mistake. 
Do not 
trust any one to frame a valuable en- 
graving but some one 
who under- 
stands 
the 
business. 
Engravings 
should be huug in a strong light, be- 
cause they are not injured by it as 
watercolors are. 
Watercolors, which 
are liable to fade, should be hung in 
a more darkened part of the room, 
due attention being lirst iJaid to their 
being hung where they will be seen 
to the best advantage. 
As a rule, wa- 
tercolors look better framed 
passe- 
partout 
than any other Avay. 
Such 
frames should have a rough, creamy 
white mat of Avatercolor jDaper, about 
three or four inches wide, and should 
be bound with -white. 


Photographs look well framed with- 
out any niai to the edge of the picture 
and mounted in frames the color of 
the photograph. 
Photographs 
ordi- 
narily fade, but the excellent English 
platinotypes and the 
carbon photo- 
graphs 
are made 
so that they are 
nearly permanent, like engraving's,the 
paper of which bleaches a little. 
All 
these pictures should be protected by 
glass. 
Oil paintings are not seen to 
advantage when they are protected in 
this way, and are only placed 
under 
glass under exceptional circumstances. 
Dust oil paintings with afeather dust- 
er, and about once a year, at house- 
cleaning time, wipe them off so care- 
fully with a soft 
flannel 
rag wrung 
out in warm water that the varnish on 
the outside is not injured. 
Do not 
attempt to clean a valuable i^icture, 
but submit it to a person wlio under- 
stands the business. —New York Trib- 
une. 


Molasses Cookies—Two cups of mo- 
lasses, boiled and cooled, one of but- 
ter, four eggs, one tablespoonfnl oJ 
extract of ginger, a little salt, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
floui 
for dough. 
Roll half an inch thick, 
bake in moderate oven. 


Savory Eggs—Boil eggs hard, shell 
and sjilit lengtlnvise, 
Eemove the 
yolks and set the whites covered in 
the oven to keep warm. 
Rub 
the 
yolks through a sieve. 
Add salt, pep- 
per and cream 
and 
a little minced 
chicken. 
Heap in the white shells, 
put a bit of butter over and brown in 
hot oven. 


Slewed Celery, with 
Cream—Trim 
six stalks of liriii, white celery; 
wash 
thoroughly and Hoak for three hours 
in cold water, then boil for ten i]un- 
utes, cool off and drain. 
Place it in 
the saucppan again and cover 
with 
white broth, then boil for two hours, 
dish the celery and ponv cream sauce 
over it. 
Serve with meats or iish. 


Coffee Sponge—Make an infusion 
with one-quarter of a i>ound of ground 
coffee, strain it through a cheesecloth 
bag; then dissolve three-quarters of a 
l>ound of sugar in one pint of creum, 
add this to the yolks of six eggs, then 
ljut in the coffea and shake until of 
the consistency of lemon sponge. This 
may be piled high upon a dish, and 
makes a most attrftctive and 
delicious 
dish« 


DABERY'S W O N D E R F U L CLOCK. 


t;ui>A tot A V9mv KlthoHt 
jDemandlnir 


A n j Attention» 


A Kankakee county man Is the pos- 
eesBor of one of the most wonderful 
clocks In the country. 
This clock is 
as near a perpetual motion machine as 
any piece of mechanism yet deslgrned. 
The owner Is not a perpetual motion 
crank» but Is an exceedingly ingenious 
Jeweler named Peter M. Ravcnsklldo 
of Cabery» a 
hustling 
town 
In tho 
southwestern 
portion 
of 
Kankakee 
county. 
The clock is the product of 
many years of study and labor and 
considerable expense. 
It keepa accur- 
ate time and will run for a year with- 
out the least attention from its owner. 
The clock proper is run with a wheel 
sixty inches in circumference. 
From 
the outer ourface of the circumference 
are suspended 120 cups, each one-halt 
inch in diameter and a third of 
an 
kich deep. Each of forty of these cups, 
which ore successive, contains a steel 
ball three-eighths of an inch in dhim- 
eter. 
Every minute and a half, 
aa 
this weel turns by the weight of these 
balls, one of them falls out of its cup, 
rolls down an inclined plane twenty 
Inches long, when, by its own weight, 
it reunites a broken circuit of elec- 
tricity, and is again elevated by a lit- 
tle car traveling along a steeper in- 
clined plane to the top of the wheel, 
where it falls into a cup which stands 
vertical for a short time. 
After the 
car discharges its cargo It returns to 
Its 
original 
station 
from its 
own 
weight. 
From the time one of these 
balls is dropped into a cup until It is 
again dropped into another cup it trav- 
els thirty-six Inches. 
Thus the work 
done by all the balls is equivalent to 
one ball traveling over one nalle a day; 
400 miles In one year, and during the 
lifetime of a person living three score 
years the distance around the globe. 
The electricity used Is generated in an 
ordinary storage battery, and does not 
require any attention for fully a year. 
Another clock owned by Mr. Ravens- 
kilde -is of a similar construction, but 
craslderably 
smaller. This clock 
is 
used to attract attention In the store. 
A porcelain globe is placed back of the 
clock and at night green, red and white 
electric lights reflect their rays alter- 
nately on the face of the clock, the col- 
ors being changed each time the ball la 
discharged from one of the cups on the 
timepiece. 
Mr. Ravenskildo has had 
many oifers to exhibit his cloclcs, but 
refuses t5 do so, and so far he has not 
had the mechanism patented.

Gettysburg Battlefield Damagre Case. 


The Gettysburg battlefield laud own- 
ers appeal í'rom tJie award of a I'ury of 
viewers appointed to appraise the land 
condemned by thè government for the 
opening of avenues through tho luie of 
battle occupied by the Confederate forces 
wiiich had been on trial nearly all week 
bcfoi'e Judge Dallas in the Unitcl States 
Circuit Court, Philadelphia, ended Sat- 
urday with a verdict which adds í5il,ü58 
to the amount awarded by the jury of 
view. 
There were five different tracts 
of land consisting of about lOfí acres in- 
volved in the suit. 
The jury of vievv 
had awarded iJ9,2G0 50 to the owMiers and 
the court jury increased the award to 
$10,922.50

DEVIL DANCE FOR THE EXORCISM OF 


EVIL SPIRITS.

"Wltrhos niul

Cftvortinff Arouiul NIfflita—Otluü' Fiu-ls. 
An English physician now living in 
London, who has spent many years 
on the island of Luzon in the Philip- 
pines, relates these superstitions and 
customs which ¡jrevail among the less 
enlightened Filipinos. 


"Many of those who conform out- 
wardly to tho rights of the chnreb,*' 
lie said, 
"still cherish a belief in 
witches and demons. 
They believe 
that Avitches congrepfate at the birth 
of children and watnh an opportunity 
to snatch the soul of tho new-born in- 
fant. 
When a birth takes place tho 
room is hermetically sealed' not so 
much as a crack of the door or win- 
dow being loft open, because to do 
that would be to allow the entrance 
of the patianac, or witch, who is sup- 
posed to be able to get through tho 
smallest hole. 
If the attending mid- 
wife has occasion to believe that the 
witches are actually at work a charge 
of guni)owder is blown olTin the room 
to iriglitcm them nwa.y. 


" Wheu the child thus beWitched is 
born it is placed in a draught of air in 
an open door or window so that the 
witches may have a chance to escape 
and the exorcism begins. Three witch 
caudles are placed upon the little face 
—one on each cheek and another on 
the chin. 
These are lighted and al- 


Bound to the noise of the tomtoms 
and drums, 
Swaying slowly to and 
fro, he gradually works himself up in- 
to a state of frenzy, all tho time croon- 
ing to himself strange melodies. 
As 
his movements become faster and 
more frenzied the noise of tho tom- 
toms increases. 
Suddenly the priest 
leaps into the air and proclaims him- 
self to be a god, and the wild devil 
dance begins. 
The assembled 
na- 
tives oiTer "'their sacrifices and pray 
aloud to bo delivered from the evil 
spirit. 
The danciug priest becomes 
more and more excited and slashes 
Ins body with the sacrificial knife. 
The sight of his own blood seems to 
madden him still further, and he 
shrieks and dances on till nature calls 
a halt and he sinks to the ground in 
a swoon. 
After a few moments of ut- 
ter prostration 
he 
rises from tho 
ground, washes away the blood from 
his body and goes quietly on his way. 
The evil spirit has been driven out of 
the banyan tree and the dance ends.*'

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German shipbuilders are doing fair- 
ly well outside of iliereautile orders. 
Within three years th^y have deliv- 
ered twenty-four war vessels for other 
jnaritime powers, 
including Ohina, 
)3razil, Turkey, Austria, Norway and 
pweden. 
It is true that among these 
two dozen vessels there is not a sin- 
gle battleship, and but three armored 
cruisers—for China—the balance be- 
ing torpedo boats and 
destroyers. 
However there are now on file orders 
for twenty-two warships, 
including 
one armored cruiser for Japan and 
three large cruisers for Eussia. 
So 
Germany is doing quite well in this 
line—although it is not unlikely that 
our recent naval record will interfere 
liomewhat with future foreign orders 
to shiiDyards in the Kaiser's realm. 


The lack of education which pve- 
rails in Spain is something astonish- 
ing. 
Any knowledge of modern lan- 
guages and of contemporary history is 
extremely rare among even statesmen, 
courtiers, politiciaus and journalists. 
When the government of Sagasta in- 
troduced the censorship of foreign 
telegrams, it could find no censor who 
understood German, and hence it de- 
cided to transmit German messages 
without examination, while identical 
messages written in French were often 
Bupprt'ssed. 
This lack of education, 
particularly in the men who hold the 
destinies of the nation, could not fail 
lo have its ill effect, and it is to this

the Spanish people from being the 
greatest empire of Europe to their 
lad condition of today.

There are many modern Jacobs 
and liachels among the Filipinos, for 
it is a custom for the prospective 
bridegroom to serve for a time in the 
household of the bride's father, if he 
has not money enough to make a cash 
payment for the bride. 


"One of their most interesting su- 
perstitions is the belief that the soul 
of a man leaves his body during sleep 
and goes forth on some mysterious 
errand of its own. 
This belief was 
doubtless borrowed from the Bud- 
dhists, and one can offer no greater in- 
sult to a Filipino than to step over 
him when he lies asleep, Avhich, ac- 
cording to his idea, is getting between 
his body and his absent soul. 


"The islanders have many super- 
stitions in regard to bats, animals and 
reptiles. 
The huge caymans, which 
abound in the Philipijine rivers, fill 
them with a peculiar horror. 
They 
believe that the cavmans are alwavs 
on the lookout for those who have 
sworn falsely or broken their prom- 
ises, and almost any native can tell 
wonderful stories about the terrible 
fate which has overtaken liars Avho 
have fallen into the jaws of the cay- 
man. 


"The old belief, so common in Asia 
and elsewhere, that certain 
sounds 
have power over non-human pres- 
ences is cherished by the natives of 
the PhiliiJpines, and several of their 
most powerful incantations are said 
to be preserved in secret manuscripts, 
but though the Spanish clergy have 
tried every means to procure 
these 
books of the devil, as they call them, 
their efforts have been unrewarded, 
and the dreade I formuhc still remain 
the secrets of the native priests, 


"One of their customs is the devil 
dance for the exorcism of evil spirits. 
If an eiiidemic of smalli^ox, cholera 
or other disease occurs in a village 
theanischief is at once attributed to 
some evil spirit which lias taken U]) 
its aboJe in a neighboring banyan 
tree. 
The particular tree inhabited 
])y the devil is determined upon by 
the uati\e priest, 
and on the night 
appointed for the exorcism the entire 
population of the village marches to 
the spot, bearing sacrificial meats and 
spices. 
They form a circle round the 
banyan tree and await the comiug of 
the priest. 
Presently a strange-look- 
ing figure appears, 
clad in a long, 
flowing gown, and M'ith a high,pe.alied 
red hilt upon his liead. 
Then a din 
begins, and the tomtoms and other 
barbaric instnfments make night hid- 
eous. 
The ijriest takes his place in 
the centre of the circle, occasionally 
brandishing his great, curved sacri- 
ficial 
knife, 
and 
now ' and 
then 
striking 
the 
strings of 
his bow, 
which 
adds 
it» 
deep, 
booming 


Casllllnn CuÍrÍuo. 


The commercial exodus to Cuba is 
apt to rcsnlt in familiarizing Ameri- 
cans with bona fide Spanish cooking, 
something seldom seen in this 
coun- 
try. 
Oil and pepper are tho two 
things that especially characterize the 
Castilian cuisine. 
One of the favorite 
dishes in Cuba is "tasajo," which is 
simply dried meat, cooked Avith to- 
matoQS, red peppers and 
onions. 
"Tripa a la Andaluza*' is 
another 
preparation frequently seen. 
As the 
name indicates, the basis is 
boiled 
tripe, which is cooked with beans and 
potatoes, and always served with the 
small, red Spanish sausage known as 
"birtafarra Catalina." 
A similar sau- 
sage, only black, is known as "butaf- 
arra Astoriana." 
"Chile con carne," 
which everybody eats, is 
not!iing 
more than a thick stew of beef (carne) 
and beans 
seasoned 
with 
chiles. 
Spanish "tortillas" are corn cakea 
flavored with red peppers, and differ 
from the Mexican tortilla in that 
the 
latter, when properly made, are rolled 
in chopped vegetables. 
A salad, a la 
Española, is prepared of lettuce and 
celery, with a few sliced tomatoes and 
peppers. 
Served with French dress- 
ing it is very good. 
The Spanish 
soups are, as a rule, a little too heavy 
for the American taste, which runs 
more toward tho consomme. 
They 
are thick decK)ctions,full of vegetables 
and look frightfully greasy. 
Soup, 
however, does not have the important 
role among the Spaniards that it plays 
in French domestic economy', and is 
an article of secondary 
importance. 
The dishes named are pretty apt to 
appear ere long on home menus, and 
it is interesting to know in 
advance 
what they are composed of.—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat. 


Tho Tomb of tlio Maluli. 


The tomb of the Mahdi, which was 
partly destroyed by the Sirdar's artil- 
lery lor^the purpose of impressing the 
Dervishes with the fact that it was 
vulnerable, is a stupendous building. 
It is treated as a sacred place, as honor 
of the Mahdi is made a part of the 
religion of the Khalifa and his fol- 
lowers. 
It is situated in Omdurman, 
near the river bank, and the Khalifa 
had the foundation laid with great 
ceremony, he turning the 
first 
sod. 
The building is thirty feet high, and 
square, thirty feet each way. 
The 
stone for its construction was brought 
from Khartoum, 
Above the square 
building rises a hexagonal wall fifteen 
feet high, and from this a dome rises 
forty feet, while there are four smaller 
domes on the corners of the main 
building. 
It' is furnished with ten 
large, arched M'indows and two doors. 
In the hexagonal part are six skylight 
windowH. 
The whole is whitewashed 
and surrounded by a fence of trellis 
work. 
Directly beneath the dome, 
and over the Mahdi's grave, a wooden 
sarcophagus is erected, covered with 
black cloth. 
On the sides of the wall 
candelabra are hung, and at the end 
of a I'jng cha'u from the centre of the 
dome is jjendant an immense chande- 
lier taken from the government jjalace 
in Khai'tonm, 
A few yards from tho 
building is a small cistern used for 
ablntions of visitors. 
It is called al- 
together 
Kubbet 
el Mahdi—"tho 
Mahdi's tomb," 


Sliin 111 Tort From niiuiUa, 


After an eventfnl trip of 140 days, 
in which she experienced much stormy 
weather, the big British ship Dal- 
cairnic, the first vessel to reach this 
port from Manila since the Avar with 
Spain began, came up the Delaware 
a lew days ago. 


Considerable interest surrounds the 
Dalcairnic, from the fact that when 
l)ewey*s fleet entered the harbor of 
Manila oa Sunday, May 1, she v.-as 
loading with hemi; and after the sink- 
ing of tho Spanish fleet she sailed with 
a half 
cargo consigned to cordage 
works in this city. 


In addition to 10,998 bales of hemp, 
the Dalcairnic has on board many in- 
to, esting relics. 
The most notable of 
those arn two cannons which wore 
sent to tliis country by Oonsul-Geu'- 
eral Willjams. 
One of them is from 
the Maria Christina, Admiral Mon- 
tejo's flagship, the other from the 
United States steamship Baltimore, 
and is intended for the Monumental 
city. 
TJie gun from the Maria Chris- 
tina is to be placed among other relics 
in the National museum ^t Washing- 
ton, D, 0.

The Indian method of fighting, as 
shoAvn at Leech Lake, Minnesota, is 
a unique type of Avarfare, and as such 
is a subject of great interest to for* 
oigu military men. 
The United States 
regular soldier is au export at it and 
has learned to fight the Indian as the 
Indian fights him, 
Military attaches 
sent by foreign governments to ob- 
serve the Spanish-American Avar asked 
many questions from American ofticera 
on this topic, and considered the vet- 
eran Indian 
fighter, 
represented by 
Buch men as Generals ChaQ'eo and 
Kent, as one of tho best types of sol- 
diers. 


Individual 
fighting 
is the Indian 
style. 
It was so in the days before 
the Revolution, and a century has not 
changed it. 
Tho Indian has adopted 
many innovations taught him by tho 
white man. 
Ho usually Avears "store 
clothes" in these davs aud lives iu a 
house, even if it is only a log hut. 
But he fights as his forefathers did, 
seeking to gain an advantage ovor his 
foe by ambush or some other form of 
strategy. 
The Indian Avho can hide 
behind a rock or treo and shoot down 
an unsuspecting foe Avho is passing is 
considered much more of a hero than 
one Avho Avill fight iu the open and die 
bravely facing the enemy, 


Indians on the Avarpath aro com- 
manded by chiofs, who are generally 
elected at a council fire. These chiefs 
are usually the heads of large families 
and command squads of from 20 to 
100 men, composed of their brothers, 
sons, cousins and other relatives. One 
of the chiefs is known as tho 
"great 
chiefj'* and is usually given this rank 
for i^roAvess iu war or hunting. 
Ho 
occupies something like tho same re- 
lation to the forces under him that a 
general or colonel has in the United 
States army, but his authority is much 
more restricted and is exercised only 
in rare cases. 


The usual method iu a fight such as 
that at Leech Lake is for the chief to 
advance and his men to follow him, 
keeping near enough to see his move- 
ments and acting iu conformity with 
them. 
When the foe approaches with- 
in range general firing begins, one 
of the chiefs usually setting the ex- 
ample. 
When his men see him 
fire 
they fire too, aud so the rattle of the 
guns becomes general. 


It is seldom that an order is given 
to au Indian in battle. 
He follows his 
chief, x^icking out individual foes and 
fighting 
individually. 
His commis- 
sary and quartermaster's arrangements 
are attended to by squaws. 


The 
United States regular 
when 
fighting 
Indians adopts their tacitcs 
only when the Indians are near, 
Tho 
skirmish formation is then used and 
the men dodgo behind trees or rocks, 
but they listen for aud quickly obey 
the orders of their ofiicers. 
If hard 
jiressed they usually assemble 
and 
throw up hasty intrenchmeuts, Avher^ 
they can pour a eollecti\'e fire into any 
foe that may attack them.

anchors. 
It is carried on in bays and 
rivers, and even in the open sea along 
the coast. 
Beveral sloops and schoon- 
ers are engaged almost exclusively in 
this pursnit. 
The hunters aro as fa- 
miliar with the griJUJid where anchors 
are to be found as flshernjou are Avith 
the favorite haunts of the living in- 
habitants of the sea. 
The matter of 
fishing for lost anchors is most sim- 
ple, 
A chain is let doAvn in a loop 
long enough to drag along the bottom, 
and tho vessel goes on her way -with 
all hands on board alert for a bite, 
and ii bite usually ends iu a catch. 
The recovered anchors aro generally 
sold again at a price of about tAvo- 
peuce a potind, which is a half-])enny 
under the nntrket price for tew an- 
chors. 
A big anchor 
Avill Aveigh six 
thousand pounds, so that the 
fisher- 
men make fifty pounds out of it. More 
often, however, the anchors fished up 
weigh from one thousand to tAvo thou* 
Band pounds, aud there is a pretty 
profit iu the buniuees even then.

AU moi^ldy grain or fodder should 
bo.rejee.ted, and, wheat bran should ioi ni 
j.art of the ration. 
It is evident that in 
ep severe and rapidly fatal a malady, 
powerful agents must be used, and the 
perviccF of a veterinary surgeon should 
iit ouco be procured."
